An automobile occupied by J. H. 
Craig and Robert Hiibura, Miami cit­ 
izens, was cotnmandered by the offi­ 
cers, and the chase taken up, with the 
rum boat making full speed up the 
canal, with the automobile in pur­ 
s u e on-the- bank.

Boon the chase was joined by a po­ 
lice boat and from this and the auto­ 
mobile a steady pistol fire was open­ 
ed upon the fleeing rum boat. The fire 
Was returned by the rum boat crew, 
fft the battle, the windshield of the 
automobile was broken and Craig and 
J&lburn were cut in the face. 
The police boat drew hear enough 
for City Detective Tom Nazworth to 
leap aboard the rum boat, where he 
was overpowered, and thrown into 
the canal.
